NEW YORK, Aug. 20. A\ letter-writ- 


ten by President Roosevelt to Congress- 
man James E. Watson of Russville, Ind,, 
reviewing and approving of tile work of 
the present congress, was made public 
today through: the Republican congres- 
sional campaign committce,''thc president 
declaring : 


"To change the leadership and organi- 


zation of the house at this time, means 
to.bring confusion upon those who have 
Micceaafuljy engaged ip the steady work- 
ing out of a great and "comprehensive 
scheme for the betterment of our social 
nnd civic conditions." was made public 
today. The president ttlso'de'clared that 
such a change would result in a hurtful 
o*cillation between the extreme radical 
nnd tho extreme reactionary. The pres- 
ident said, also that lie 'hopes the present 
congress will 
enact, laws prohibiting 


political contributions by corporations, 
lowering- the duties on imports from the 
Philippines and limiting the number of 
hours for raihyay employes.
